In cutworm prs it iy. larpériallt 
to be prepared for their attack at the 
first of the season, because cutworms 
are usually activd and feeding before 
most crops are even in the ground 
says Alan G. Dustan, Division of En+ 
tomology, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. Poisoned’ bran bait has 
given the mogt effective control for 
many years. This bait is made up of 
bran, 25 Ib.; Paris green, one pound, 
and water about two and a half gal- 
lons, ; 

In making the bait, the dry ingre- 
dients should be mixed thoroughly 
first. The water is then added to the 
bran and Paris green, In mixing the 
bait, add only enough water to make 
the material the consistency of wet 
sawdust. Do not make it sloppy but 
have it so that it will crumble in the 
hands and slip through the fingera 
easily. 

Land that was heavily infested last 
year should be treated before the 
plants are set out. This is done by 
broadcasting the bait at the rate of 
15-20 pounds per acre a few nights 
before transplanting. One application 
should be sufficient but, if the cut- 
worms are very numerous, a second 
should be made two or three days 
after the first, Always spread bait in 
the evening, just before dusk, and 
choose a warm night for this work. 

If the attack is, unexpected and the 
‘plants are already in the. field, the 
bait should be applied around the 
base of each plant, using about half 
a teaspoonful per plant. Should one 
application not kill at the cutworms, 
a second treatment should be made 
two, or three nights later. 

Molasses, which was formerly used 
in cutworm. baits, is no longer avail- 
able. Experiments have proved that 
a sweetener is not necessary and may 
well be omitted.

Canada, Donald Gordon, chairman of 
the Wartime Prices and Tradé Board 


stated in the annual reoort’ of the 


board which was tabled in the House 
of Commons recently by Finance 
Minister J. L. Tisley. 

Mr. Gordon attributed thie situa- 
tion to acute world shortages and 
said that supplies in the Dominion 
were by no means adequate to meet 
unrestricted domestic demands. Ra- 
tioning of meat, butter’ and sugar 
will be necessary for some time to 
come. 

Dealing with rent. control, Mr. 
Gordon explained the Board’s pro- 
blems and difficulties in this matter. 
He stated that “rent control was rec- 
ognized as.a temporary measure in- 
tended to mitigate a difficult situa- 
tion caused by the housing shortage”. 
“Since the-net effect in mafiy cases 
has been simply to shift the burden 
of hardship from the tenant to the 
owner, it is ‘admittedly a choice of 
the lesser evil. The only solution to! 
the problem fies in increasing the 
supply of housing until it is more 
nearly in balance with publie needs.” 

Special problems of the board. set 
forth in the report were: 

Adjustment of commodity prices 
to induce greater production. 

Checking the spread of 
markets” in Canada, 

Holding prices to reasonable levels 
in the face of mounting pressure in 
the direction of inflation. 

The report emphasized the Board’s 
policy of allowing price adjustments 
or increases only in cases where such 
increases are genuinely necessary 
and likely to promote additional pro- 
duction. 

Tt was revealed in the report that 
black market operations on an or- 
ganized scale had been discovered 
during 1945. While admitting the ex, 
istence of black markets, it was noted 
that black matkets in Canada are 
probably fewer and . smaller hiner}

‘THE IMPORTANCE OF QUALITY 


A- most distinguished visitor has 
recently visited Winnipeg, He is one 
of the world’ at authorities on 
the milling of wWedt and flour, and 
acts as an advisor not only to many 
British mills, large and small, ‘but 
also to the British Government. This 
gentleman said “that in the world of 
wheats ‘Manitobas’ were considered 
by British millers to be as good as 
the Bank of England”, which I sug- 
gest is saying a lot for an Englishman 

This distinguished visitor warned 
us, however, that even though we had 
by great effort won a fine reputation 
for our wheat, we could not afford to 
rest on our laurels, We could not af- 
ford to be complacent. He reminded 
us that milling methods were con- 
tinually improving in order to make 
better flour,'a better loaf of bread 
and at a cheaper price, that other 


countries producing export wheat’ 


and competing with Canada were 
themselves working hard to improve 
the quality of their wheats.. I leave 
with you, therefore, he said, this 
message :—‘‘Work untiringly not only 
to maintain the present high quality 
of your Canadian wheat, but strive 
in every way that you can to improve 
your wheat, for as your quality im- 
proves, so will the demands for your 
wheat. tend to increase.”

Great Britain last year produced 
her smallest wheat crop in four years

Board has announced that, maximum 
price regulations will not apply to 
Sales of root vegetables (beets, cab- 
bage, carrots, parsnips and turnips) 
by shippers to any operator of a 
dehydrating plant or to any commer- 
cial processor’of root vegetables for 
use in manufacturing or processing 
any food or other product. 

Maximum price regulations remain 
on sales to other shippers, to whole- 
sale distributors, to retailers who 
operate central warehouses separate 
from their retail» outlets, and to 
others who buy’ root vegetables in 
carload lots.

Maximum prices for imported can- 
ned pineapple products and imported 
canned pineapple juicé, will make it 


possible to import these commodities } 


at an increased cost, to consumers of 
from two to six per cent over basic 
period prices the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board has announced. 

The importation into Canada of 
Hawaiian canned pineapple and pine- 
apple juice was excluded under the 
War exchange Conservation Act in 
December, 1940. In. consequence there 
has been little, if any, of these pro- 
ucts for sale in Canada since that 
time, Adjustments in prices to cover 
gross costs, including foreign ex- 
change and other charges, will make 
it possible to augment the limited 
supplies of. canned fruits here with 
the imported variety. ¢ 

The price to consumers will repre- 
sent an increase over basic period 
prices of approximately six per cent 
on pineapple products and two per 
cent on pineapple juice,

BUTTER EXPORTS 

Canadian butter exports during 
1945 totalled 5,300,000 pounds and not 
53,000,000 pounds as previously re- 
ported in error, the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board has stated. 

Board officials stated that under 
existing contracts, Newfoundland and 
the British West Indies were the only 
two countries receiving Canadian 
butter exprots last year. 

The Board also pointed out that 
approximately half of the butter ex- 
ported last year was low’ grade

Again, an UNRRA‘ worker writing 
from Czechoslovakia says, “In the 
Teschen sector, there weren’t many 
stockings hung up for Santa Claus 
last Christmas—because there just 
weren’t stockings around. In _ this 
small area alone; possibly 6000 child- 
ren have no underwear.” 

Lack of underwear is a_ great 
hardship for people who are suffer- 
ing from various skin diseases due to 
malnutrition and exposure, and to 
the thousands in the early stages of 
tuberculosis. Scabies is prevalent be- 
cause the people had no soap, soap 
insecticides or ointments with which 


Ag to combat this disease, It is common 


to find villages where 75% of the 
children and 35 to 70% of the adults 
have this ailment in a_virulent form. 

Nurses in public health centres are 
handicapped in their treatment of 
these skin diseases because changes 
of clean underwear are essential to 
the treatment, 

“Lackthg clothing the sick cannot 
become well, nor the weak become 
strong,” said Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King appealing on behalf of 
the National Clothing Collection. 

Underwear donated by ‘Canadians 
in the forthcoming National Clothing 
Collection, though it may sound tri- 
vial, can play an important part in 
the recovery of war’s victim. Yard 
goods, suitable for making up as un- 
derwear, such as flannelette or even 
old sheeting will be welcomed eapec- 
ially when accompanied by a package 
of’needies and a spool of thread. A 
cake of soap, too, is a thoughtful en- 
closure. 

Before June 17th when the Collec- 
tion begins, search your homes and 
your hearts for the impoverished 
peoples of the world, From: cellar to 
attic, from cloget to trunk, make it a 
clean sweep with a purpose—all the 
qdlothing and bedding you can . spare 
for our needy allies, in peace as in 
war.

Government Food Information Com- 
mittee. “Furthermore, you can con- 
tribute toward that vital wheat sup- 
ply in other ways, If you forego that

tients entering general hospitals 
should gain fresh impetus from the 
experience of Ontario. 

For the past ten years patients in 

Ontario mental “hospitals have been 
X-rayed on admission and at yearly 
intervals thereafter, The Division of 
Tuberculosis Control reports that 
“this program, together with the 
periodic examination of nurses has 
| resulted in a decrease of 70 per cent 
lin the number of newly discovered 
cases of active tuberculosis appear- 
ing among the staff, as compared to 
a decrease of only 7 per cent among 
staff of general hospitals.” 

In an effort to protect its nurses 
the Ontario Department of Health 
introduced regulations as early as 
1935 providing for the periodic tuber-’ 
culin testing and X-raying of the 
nursing staffs While these procedur- 
es have resulted in the discovery of 
cases of tuberculosis among nurses 
in the early stages, there has been 
no concerted effort to eliminate the 
source of infection. 

The Division of Tuberculosis Con- 
‘trol in Ontario regards the institu- 
tion of chest X-rays for all in-coming 
patients to general hospitals not only 
as a protection for the nurses, but as 
a general public health measure, 

It is pointed out that 349,549 pa- 
tients, or approximately 10 per cent 
of the population, were admitted to 
general hospitals in Ontario in 1945. 
An X-ray of all these would . have 
contributed substantially to the tub- 
erculosis control program. The Divi- 
sion estimates that it would cost ap- 
proximately $5,000 to install minia- 
ture equipment in a general hospital. 

The practice of X-raying general 
hospital patients is already in vogue 
at the Royal Jubilee Hospital, Vic- 
toria, and a move is on foot to follow 
similar procedure in Alberta hospi- 
tals, The Alberta Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation recently offered to donate 
$1,500 towards the cost of carrying 
on such a program in the Calgary 
General Hospital and the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital in Edmonton,

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HEALTH LEAGUE REPLIES TO 
PASTEURIZATION ORITICISM 


A corresponderit of the Huntingdon 
(Que.) Gleaner who eigns himself 
“Farmer Dairyman” takes exception

No special agri- 
cultural education is necessary for 
one to know that pasteurization, 
while it does no harm to milk’s nut- 
ritivé value, does kill bacteria which 
can transmit communicable disease 
to humans. There can be no argu- 
ments against facts. .
